I, R. Tannehill, chief of synop­ 
tic reports, said this was the 
worst outbreak since the early 
30s, w'hen Washington averaged 
better than 101 degrees for five 
straight days, and Arkansas and 
Mississippi points went up to 
115. 
Jerome Namaias, chief of ex­ 
tended f<ireca;l-., said the heat 
wave V as caused by a rare set 
of condition, which jellied into 


a sort of sitdow'n strike by na­ 
ture, from the stratosphere down 
to p a r c h e d corn fields and 
steaming city streets. 
But they saw relief coming 
Wednesday in the upper plains— 
Montana, the Dakotas and Min­ 
nesota- and gratlually spreading 
to the Atlantic seaboard by the 
week-end. 
From a scientific view'point, 


the most unusual thing about the 
heat wave was the vast area it 
covered — from the Rockies to 
the Atlantic— and its persistence. 
But— brace yourself. Namaias 
has a strong, sneaking .suspicion 
that thi: cool air breaking out 
of Canada 
will 
perform 
just 
about like the cool wave two 
weeks ago, and we’ll have a re­ 
peat heat wave later this month.

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What Is The Normal Market? 


**I am « ure y ou ax ree with me that we 
should not pile up huge ex cesses of food in 
storage when it could and should go into 
stomachs. . . , Neither should we price our 
producte out of normal markets.’* 
ex tract 
from a speech by Secretary of Agriculture 
Benson. 


By parab le, we recall, the Good Book has 
something to say ab out the seven good years 
followed b y the seven years of famine. 
The 
ever-normal granary idea presents its diffi­ 
culties and yet is not nearly as foolish as 
some people seem to think it is. 
Secretary Benson has a hab it of throwing 
words together in such a way that when they 
are tossed out as a question, they are meant 
as an answer to their own question. 
When 
you ask if surpluses of food should not dis­ 
appear into stomachs of men and women, to 
say nothing of children, w hat is the answer? 
No or yes? 
What started out 
as a profound 
thought in this fashion can wind up as a 
choice hunk of claptrap. 
This country year 
b y year has its eyes fixed upon higher stand­ 
ards of living — a b etter-fed and a b etter- 
nourished nation—living on the fat of the 
land. 
We have all b een thinking of this and 


others have b een working on it long b efore 
the learned secretary or this editor were 
b orn. The troub le is that the disposal of sur­ 
pluses of food for good dollars sometimes 
presents difficulties — and when that de­ 
velops, then the producers of food, producing 
in the hope of getting ahold of good dollars, 
stub their toes or b ark their .shins. Secretary 
Benson ought to know this, happy as he 
seems to b e in persistently ignoring it. 
He speaks of pricing the consumer out of 
the normal market. 
We happen to occupy 
the status of a consumer — not that of a 
farmer. 
W’hat is the normal market for the 
producer of food—the farm er on the land 
growing wheat, corn, pork or b eef? Shall he 
produce on a free m arket—or is the normal 
market to which Secretary Benson refers a 
free m arket—while he himself (the farmer) 
filling his needs b uys what he is compelled 
to purchase on 
a protected market? 
It has b een evident from thè start that 
Secretary Ben.son either chooses to close his 
eyes to the factors which shape agriculture 
or agricultural income, or is indifferent to the 
farmer. 
Virtually every time he opens his 
mouth, he revives the great deb ates of the 
late ’twenties. 


Somewhat Crowded 


A Neb raska contemporary concludes that 
“coincidence, pure and simple, b rought Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower to the Colorado ranch of his 
friend, Aksel Neilsen, on the day most of 
America was sweltering in heat near the 100- 
mark.” 
It was no accident that the temperature 
there was 26 degrees at sunrise, the ob server 
concluded. 
At Fraser near which the ranch 
is located is the iceb ox of the Rockies, winter 
and summer, where on occasions the ther­ 
mometer d roi^ to 45 degrees b elow 7.ero and 
even in the hottest season, the air is mellow 
and Invdgorating. 
We could go along with all this descrip­ 
tion of a delightful vacation spot up to the 
point where the ob server suggested to his 
reader that anyb ody could go to Fraser—and 
then to cinch it, referred to the popular high­ 
way routes leading to that little mountain 
village nestling on the western slopes of the 
Rockies. 
Anyb ody can go to Fraser b ut if 
people are as .smart as they should b e. all of 
them will not try to go there at the same 
time. 
It might b ecome crowded. 
Incidentally, not accidentally, that region 
around Fraser (reached from the we.st over 
Elerthoud Pass, from the east over Milner) 
furnishes a great ob ject lesson ab out water. 


Of Men And Things 


Pioneer Nebraska lived with the weather 
eonditions for which this particular slice of 
the Great North American Plains is noted. 
Hot one day —eold the nex t, figuratively —so 
W'hat? 
This was their homeland and all of 
the devotion and veneration of homeland 
created a fierce code of loy alty . 


It would b e difficult if not impo.ssib le to 
b lock out the b est years in Ncb ra.ska. 
By 
way of optimism (not wishful thinking) we 
have the notion these b est years are still 
ahead. 
It is not difficult to arrive at that 
conclusion b y taking papt>r and pencil and 
following the course of 
arithmetic. Fifteen years 
ago relatively few farm 
homes 
in 
Neb raska 
were 
electrified. 
Now* 
more than 80 per cent of the 110,000 farms in 
this state possess the advantages of elec­ 
tricity in this, the age of electricity. It would 
b e impossib le in a short space to set forth 
what this means fully in the enrichment of 
rural life. Most of all it contrib utes efficiency 
to the farm program—not only to the w’ork 
of the man on the farm b ut even more so to 
the lab ors of the farm woman. 
Not that she 
w'as inefficient b efore the electrical age on 
the farm. 
She was a miracle getting around 
all there w a s to do. But in term s of drudgery 
she paid the price, as thousands of larm 
women know. 


Thinking Of 
The Best Year* 


These best y ears are ahead. 
Who would 
suggest that the widespread adoption and 
acceptance of sound conservation practices 
In the care of the farmer’s land are of little 
significance to the future? It has only started 
to pay dividends. 
A few day s ago In the 
news column of The Star It was pointed out 
that rainfall in the first eight months of 
1953 was the lightest on record since 1936. 
one of the y ears of the "big burn.” 
We will 
do a better job in a cy cle of deficient mois­ 
ture—if that is what present developments 
are leading up to—than we did only 20 
y ears ago. 
We will do the better Job be­ 
cause ex perience taught us something. 


We are Inclined to think th;)t some of the 
men associated with soil consorvntion tre- 
quently do it the most harm, unthinkiniiiv, 
or perhaps to exploit it in times oi floods. 
The temptation ha 
b een to ovt r-cmphasize 
tha 
contrib ution 
which 
.soil 
conrcrvation 
practices will make to 
flood control. The trag­ 
edy is to ignore the con­ 
trib ution 
that 
it 
can 
m a k e 
in 
comb ating 
perlod.s of deficient moisture or drought. It 
keeps the soil from b lowing. 
It extracts the 
maximum value from every drop of rain. 
Now, with soil conservation practices grow'ing

White House Contract 


Is Let In Strange Way 


AS OTHERS SEE IT 


WASHINGTON — A contract 
for $41,614 worth of new panel­ 
ing for executive mansion cor­ 
ridors was 
let 
at 
the 
White 
Hou.se the other day under pe­ 
culiar circumstances. 
The 
company 
that 
got 
the 
contract 
didn’t 
have 
its 
b id 
opened until one day after the 
3 p.m. Aug. 17 deadline when 
the other four b ids were 
in. 
This is highly unu.sual. 
Bids on 
government contracts are sup­ 
posed to b e opened simultane­ 
ously in the presence of all con­ 
cerned. 
But in this rase the success­ 
ful bid. that of the V. .1. Miller 
Construction Co., was rushed in 
at the last moment, remained 
unopened ail night, and when 
opened the nex t day turned out 
to be the low bid. 
The nex t 
highest hid, that of the Davis, 
Wick. Rosengarten Co., was for 
$4.3,25.5. 
What added to the unusual 
circumstances w’as a mysterious 
phone call b y the chief White 
llouse usher, Howell G. Crim, 
one hour 
after the first four 
b ids were opened, to a Bert 
Matthews telling him tn get his 
b id in right away. 
However, 
Crim 
called 
the 
wrong 
M at­ 
thews. 
Bert Matthews 
is with

The contract negotiations oc­ 
curred when

Crim 
has 
served 
there 
some 
years with a good record. 
How­ 
ever, attempts b y this column 
to get to the b ottom of the con­ 
tract award resulted in one of 
the most 
unusual

in run-around Washington. 


Crim, asked b y this column 
for an explanation for the de­ 
layed b id, at first said he had 
had 
nothing 
to 
do 
with 
the 
Miller contract, that he was on 
vacation and that the b ids had 
b een handled b y Roger Steffan, 
special assistant to the Presi­ 
dent. 
"I went down out of personal 
interest 
b ecause 
I 
had 
never 
seen it. 
I was only a spectator," 
Crim said. 
But when asked w hy w is the 
V. .1. Miller hid not opened with 
the 
others, 
Crim 
seemed 
to 
have more than 
a spectator’s 
know ledge. 
"We wanted to get t hi . work 
done while the Pre^iden’ 
was 
aw’ay," he replied. 
"So we in­ 
vited 
four contractors to b id, 
and we specified the time the 
b ids were to b e opened. Miller 
came in the last minute. 
He 
had not b een invited to b id b ut 
asked for permission to sub mit 
a b id. 
We decided to take it 
under advisement." 
“Why wasn’t the Miller b id 
opent'd on the spot?" Crim was 
asked. 
"We wanted time to decide 
whether to consider the b id at 
all," Crim exi'.laincd.

phone call to Bert Matthews an 


hour after the first four bids 
were 
opened, 
Crim 
acknowl­ 
edged that he made the call and 
had rut the conversation short 
when he found Matthews wasn’t 
the right man. 
"I w'as simply calling to find 
out if he W'as the agent for the 
V. J. Miller Co.," he explained. 
“We 
didn’t 
know 
anything 
ab out the company, and I was 
calling to check on the b id.” 
"But 1 thought you attended 
the b id Ofxming only as a spec­ 
tator 
ancl 
that Roger 
Steffan 
handled the whole thing," Crim 
W 'as asked. 
Crim then reversed his prev­ 
ious statement that he was on 
vacation, said he had come b ack 
to work for a day or two. 


Roger 
Steffan, 
when 
ques­ 
tioned, flatly denied that he had 
anything to do W'ith the con­ 
tract. He said it had b een han­ 
dled b y F. T. Gartside of Na­ 
tional Capital Parks at the In­ 
terior Department. 
Gartside, uj i on que.stioning, 
promptly stated that the con­ 
tract was a White Hou.se m at­ 
ter and he had b een instructed 
to 
refer 
all 
inquiries 
to 
the 
White House. 
"We just talked to the White 
House," Gartside was told, "and 
they referred us to you." 
Gartside 
ex plained 
that 
the 
unusual delay in opening 5IU- 
ler’s bid was due to the fact 
that 
Miller 
had 
not 
y et 
In­ 
spected the White llouse. 
"But Miller had inspected the 
White H o us e and the Secrct 
Service knew it." 
"I realize that." Gartside re­ 
plied, "b ut my chief, Mr. Horn, 
didn’t.” 
"Who finally made the deci­ 
sion to open the Miller b id?" 
"We 
rt'ceived 
instructions," 
Gartside replied. 
"W hat do you mean, you ‘re­ 
ceived insUuctions?’ The White 
House says that you w'cre in 
charge of the contract arrange­ 
ments. Why did you need in­ 
structions?” 
"The Appropriations Act,” he 
replied, "entrusts these funds to 
the control of White House au­ 
thorities." 
"Then 
who in 
the 
W h i t e 
House in.structcd you to open 
the Miller b id”" 
"I got my instructions from 
Mr. Crim. I don’t know who 
gave him hi.s instruetions." 
"But Crim said that he was 
pre.sent merely as a spectator. 
Now you say Crim gave you in­ 
structions." 
Gartside seemed .stumped at 
this, had no real reply. 
"C'rim," 
he 
w'a.s 
reminded, 
"states that Roger Steffan was 
in charge. But Steffan in turn 
staled that you were in charge. 
And now you state that Cnm 
was in charge. T hat’s what some 
people would call the Washing­ 
ton m erry-go-round” 
NOTE: U n d e r Public Law* 
269 it is legal for the White 
llouse to give contractors the 
run-around. This law states that 
"this money is to he ex pended 
as the President shall determine, 
notwithstanding 
the 
provisions 
of any ot h e r act." Thus the 
White llouse can take up the 
time and money of contractors 
by 
inviting 
bids, 
then t u r n 
around and aw ard the contract 
to whomever it pleases.

The Farmer Gets Less And Less

The cost of food edged up an­ 
other notch when the Bureau of 
Lab or 
Statistics 
released 
its 
consumers’ price index for mid- 
July, which stood then 13.8 per 
cent higher than the 
1947-49 
average. 
Although city people arc pay - 
in-T more for their food, the 
farmers who grow it are getting 
less for it than they did in the 
1947-49 period—5 per cent less 
in J une, the latest month for 
which data are available. 
For every $10 the housew'ife 
left at the market in 1947-49, to 
pay for her groceries the farmer 
got $4.68. In June he got $4.46. 
"Middlemen" got the other $5.54. 
This does not necessarily mean 
that "middlemen”—that complex 
of transportation, processing and 
distrib uting organizations w’hich 
effects the transfer of food from 
the farm er’s field to the consum­ 
er’s tab le—profited unfairly at 
the expense of either the pro­ 
ducer or the consumer. 
Their costs have gone up, too. 
T^ab or costs account for ab out 
half of the cost of marketing 
food, and w'ages in the food 
marketing b usiness have risen 
32 per cent since pre-Korea. 
☆

Transportation 
accounts 
for 
ab out 12 per cent of the cost of 
marketing f<x)d, and transporta­ 
tion costs have risen 15 per cent 
since April of 1951, and 70 per 
cent since 1946. 
In addition, the middlemen a’*e 
pioviding more and more serv­ 
ices, and these cost money too. 
The day of the cracker barrel 
standing open on the floor of 


the neighborhood store and the 
crate of squawking chickens on 
the sidewalk in front of the 
market is no more. 
The crackers, wrapped in cel­ 
lophane, 
are 
arrayed 
on 
the 
convenient shelves of the super 
market and the chicken comes 
ready for the oven or frying pan, 
dressed, drawn, disjointed, {]uick 
frozen and wrapped in cello­ 
phane pack.a.ues w'hich contain 
either the parts of the whole 
chicken or a collection of the 
more delectab le pieces from sev­ 
eral chickens. The super market 
itself may have a television- 
equipped lounge for its custom­ 
ers. 
All these things co.st money, 
and all of them are paid for out 
of the food dollar. 
The hey day 
for farmers in 
modem times was 1945, the last 
y ear of World War II, when they 
got 54 rents out of ev'ery dollar 
snent for the food they grew. 
The farmer’s share of the food 
dollar lias been d» 'c!'eM*g since 
then, and in J une it was 44 
cents. 
The 
Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics has a statistical "m ar­ 
ket 
b a.skct" 
representing . the 
farm-grown foods purcha.« ed b y 
a family of 3.3 persons. This 
“market b a.skel" differs from the 
"market b asket’’ of the Bureau 
of Lab or Statistics in that it ex­ 
cludes fish, importt'd food.s .« ur'h 
as coffi'c and,, b ananas and the 
cost of restaurant meals. 


The market b asla-t co« i $95.5 
a year in the 1947-49 period, and 
of that amount the farmer re­ 
ceived $468. By la.st June prices 
had risen to the point w’here 


the cost of the market b asket, 
on an annual b asis, was $1017, 
or $62 more than the b ase pe­ 
riod. b ut the farmers’ share was 
$20 less. 
i i 
fr 
Profits after taxes of corpora­ 
tions which process food pro­ 
ducts were generally lower last 
year than the year b efore, b ut 
improved slightly this year. Ex­ 
pressed as a percentage of total 
sales profits of food processors 
last year were b ut 1.9 per cent. 
The poultry and egg farm er is 
the one who gets the largest 
share of the consumer’s dollar, 
compared to the share going to 
the "middlemen.” Currently he 
gets 68 cent.s of it. Meat raisers 
get 61 cents. For other farmers 
the percentages run: dairy, 50 
cents; b akery and cereal pro­ 
ducts, 23 cents; fruits and vege­ 
tab les, 32 cents: fats and oiLs, 
34 cents, and miscellaneous, 18 
cents. 
Net onlv is the farmer now* 
peB'n"’ les.s of the consumer’s 
di'Har than he formerly did, his 
own costs, for labor, machinery , 
fertilizer and nearly every thing 
else he buy s has gone up, so 
that he is f e e l i n g a double 
squeeze. 
The 
index 
of prices 
paid by farmers, with 1947-49 
taken as 100. has risen to 108, 
and the index of prices received 
by farmers has fallen to 97. 
So far as farmers are con­ 
cerned the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment off(‘rs little hope of any 
immediate change for the b etter. 
Its f(» recast is that any decline 
in retail 
food 
prices is more 
likely to b e reflected in lower 
prices paid to farmers than in 
lower marketing costs.
